each roller is provided with protrusions or threads which can stimulate the skin of a 
user; a themial radiation section comprised of electro-thermal wire or tungsten wire, and 
mounted on an upward bent portion of the bottom section of the handle to produce heat 
to a massaging region, and wherein the low frequency conducting heads of the 
massaging face each includes protrusion made from conductive rubber or other 
conductive material and connected to a low frequency circuit board located within the 
massage head to provide multi-stage low frequency current stimulation.
